Reception Given by Capital for
Formal Presentation of

Articles.

BERLIN, December 18, via London,
December 19, 5:15 a.m..-The American
Christmas gifts, brought on the Americanship Jason for the children of
fallen German soldiers, arrived today.
They were accompanied from Naples
by representatives of the German foreignoffice.
A reception was given by the municipalityof Berlin for the formal presentationof the gifts. It was attended by

the lord mayor, leading city functionaries,Baron Muram von Schwarzenstein,representing the foreign office;
Prince Hatzfeldt, president of the GermanRed Cross, which undertakes the
distribution of the gifts; James W.
Gerard, the American ambassador, his
wife and other members of the embassy,and the empress* two chief
ladies in waiting. The crown prince's
three eldest sons, dressed in sailor
suits, also were present and attracted
much attention.
Five hundred girls and boys, with

American and German flags, were stationedon the broad stairway of the
town hall and awaited the arrival of
the official party, and a picked choir of
children sang Christmas carols around
a Christmas tree.

Characterized as 4'Noble Deed/'
The lord mayor in the course of his

speech of welcome said:
This noble deed will be kept in our

memory for a long tizr.o as a pledge to
us that our worldly quarrels are overpoweredby the gospel 'Peace on Earth i
Good Will Toward Men.'" 1

ing editorially on the arrival of the
gifts says:
"We extend the capital's heart's welcometo this demonstration, free from

any political design and an expression
of pure love of humanity, whose value
the German people know how to appreciateeven in the stress of war time,

U. S. WAR MUNITIONS
FOR EUROPEAN POWERS

Secretary Redfield Furnishes the
Senate With Statement as

to Shipments.

In response to Senator Hitchcock's
resolution asking for information as to
shipment of munitions of war by the
United States, Secretary Redfleld of the
Commerce Department today submitted
a report giving data so far as available.
The report was not complete, he said,
because there are 15,000 Arms in the
country that could manufacture and
export war munitions, and that it had
been impossible to make a complete
investigation.

and 1914, ending in June, and for August,September arid October of 1914,
November figures for this year not beingavailable.

Heaviest Last October.
Heaviest shipments of ammunition

indicated since the war were In October,1914, chiefly to the United
Kingdom and France. For this month
munition exports to the warring nationstotaled $1,104,744 worth of cartridges,$539,360 worth of firearms and
$1,114 worth of gunpowder. France
received in this month $3x3,350 worth
or cartridges and $393,s 13 worth of
firearms.
The United Kingdom in this month

received from this country cartridges
valued at $700,699; firearms, $86,1X3;
Canada $20,835 in cartridges and $60,257in firearms.
For the twelve months ending June,

1914, the United States exported cartridgesvalued at $938,469 to the countriesnow at war, and two million live
hundred and eighty-three and fortyfourdollars' worth to the rest of the
world. For August and September the
shipments to warring nations were
much less, and since the war began
there is no record of shipments of war
munitions to Germany, Russia, Belgium
or Servia.

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RURAL MAIL IN YEAR
HALF BILLION POUNDS

Increase in Service Shown in Annual
Report of Fourth Assistant Postmaster

General.

Details of the increase in the usefulnessand sm'oothness of the rural free
delivery service of the United States
are contained in the annual report just
issued of the fourth assistant postmastergeneral, in charge of that part of
Uncle Sam's mail service, for the flseal
year ended June 30 last. *

, ?
More than three billion pieces of

mail,t varying in weight from a fractionof an ounce to fifty pounds, says
James I. Blakeslee, the fourth assistantpostmaster general, and totaling
nearly half a billion pounds, are deliveredand collected annually at the
very homes of' the twenty-odd million
people'of the rural districts, thus effectuallybreaking" down the barrier of
isolation that at one time .prevailed in
many places. .;

Bequests for New Boutes.
That the services of the rural free

delivery system are appreciated by the
people at large' is evidenced by the
fact that within the year the departmentreceived 1,517 petitions for new
routes. The utilization of motor transportation,says Mr. Blakeslee, by carriersis constantly becoming more general.With this class of vehicles it is
possible, he says, to cover at least
twice the territory served by horsedrawncontrivances, although, of
course, the cost of upkeep is greater.June 30, 1914, according to the report,there were in operation 43,652 rural
routes, an increase of 847 over the preIceding year. Routes to the number of
860, with an aggregate length of more
than 20,000 miles, were established duringthe year, while but thirteen routes,totaling 302 miles, were discontinued.
The net Increase in carriers was 830.
During the fiscal year 1,185 fourthclasspost offices were established and

2,371 discontinued. Of the latter, 719
were on account of extensions of rural
delivery.

Great Demand for Scales.
The demand for scales, due to the increasein' the parcels post facilities,

has been extraordinarily large, and has
necessitated the purchase and distribuWonduring the year of 31,300 100poundscales. It is thought that before
all post offices are thus equipped 20,000
more will have to be provided.
Following the thorough and detailed

analysis of the rural free delivery
facilities, Mr. Blakeslee sets forth a
number of improvements and changes
in connection with a variety of other
matters under his charge, such as mail
bag repair shops, mail lock shops, cancelingmachines, the handling of dead
letters, labor-saving devices, etc., and
closes his report as follows:
"In effecting the extensive readjustmentsand improvements brought about

by this office during the year, an exceptionalstrain has developed upon its
personnel. This has been borne loyally
and successfully and I deem it a pleasurableduty to record here my deep
sense of appreciation of the admirable
fidelity displayed throughout by the
employes of the bureau."

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RAILROAD INFLUENCE
AT WORK, IT IS AVERRED

Representative Moon's Charge la
Reference to Post Office Bill
Throws Honse in Turmoil.

After the Honse yesterday defeated the
special rale to make privileged the large
amount of special legislation proposed In
the post office appropriation bill. ChairmanMoon of the post office committee
made a heated charge that "railway influenceshad been at work to defeat the
measure." The charge threw the House
into a noisy turmoil for a few minutes,
and Chairman Henry of the .rules committeebacked up the statement by declaringthat he knew cf railroad influencethat had been at work in the rules
committee in an effort to block a reporton the resolution.
The particular object at which railway

influeiyre might be aimed, if there .is
such influence, is new legislation proposingan adjustment of railway mail
pay. This is said to be distasteful to
the railroads. However, the House defeatedthe special rule principally becauseof its widespread effect on rural
free delivery carriers and postmasters.The post office bill carries new legislationwhich afTects a reduction in postmasters'salaries to a great extent andalso provides for a contract system ofrural free deliveries to he established
iu uuc wumy in eacn state for experimentalpurposes.

STATES TO AID IN MAKING
FLAG FOR CANAL OPENING

Work to Be Done in Betsy Boss
House, Each Governor to

Supply a Star.

PHILADELPHIA, December 13..The
American flag to be unfurled at the
official opening of the Panama canal
will be made in the Betsy Ross house
in this city and each of the stars to be
placed in the flag will be supplied by
the governor of one of the states of
the Union, according to an announcementmade yesterday at a meeting of
the survivors of the executive committeeand members of the Bi-centennial
Association. The committee will ask
President Wilson to release the flag
by pressing an electric button at Washington.
Charles W. Alexander, secretary of

the bi-centennial committee, announced
that President Wilson will be asked
to become sponsor for a movement for
having "The Star Spangled Banner"
sung throughout the land when the
flag is unfurled.

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LOSS BY FOREST FIRES
KEPTIIM $400,000

More Than $100,000,000 in Timber
Threatened Up to December 1,

Forest Service Announces.

Up to December I, '6.112 flres this
year had threatened the national forestsof the United States with destructionof more than $100,000,000 of timber,but, according to preliminary figuresannounced by. the forest service
today, an actual loss of only $400,000
was sustained.
December 1, 2910, the loss of timber

in the national forests caused by fires
that year was estimated at $15,000,000
and the total number of flres was 1,000
less than for the same period this year.
That the number of flres this year

carried greater danger to the forests
than any year since the establishment
of the national forests, but resulted in
a smaller loss than ever before, is explainedby the forest service as due to
the efficient work of the protective organizationin preventing and extinguishingforest flres.
In this connection the forest service

says:
Work of Protective Organization.
"Of the entire 6,112 flres which

threatened the national forests, SI per
cent were extinguished by the protectiveorganization before they had coveredten acres. The percentage of
fires that burned over more than ten
acres was smaller than in any previous
year.
"While stalled reports have not yetbeen received appraising the exact loss

to the government through forest flres,
a preliminary estimate shows that the
loss Of merchantjihle tirr»h#.r will
ably not exceed $400,000.
"Reports of the fires and damage upto December 1 indicated that there

was still a dangerous condition insouthern California and in certain portionsof the national forests of the
east. The service says that the totalfor the year will be increased by firesin these regions during December. Theconditions of drought and other factorsof forest fire hazard were said to be
worse than in 1910, when the disastrousIdaho fires occurred.
"A long dry season, sustained periodsof high temperature, recurringhard and steady winds, and in cerStar-Roberso
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Itatn places unusually hot, dry Blfffetab
rendered the forests exceedingly In-3

I flammable and the problem of fire pre*
vention unusually difficult."
